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Disaster, But Who's to Blame? 


WHITE HOUSE, in a report on the bituminous coal 
strike, calls the mine shutdown a “national disaster.” 
Unquestionably the consequences are serious. The 

number of industrial shutdowns and layoffs is mounting. 

Production of needed goods is slowing down. 

But who is to blame? 

We feel certain that any unbiased report on the con- 
dition of the coal miners would justify their demand for a 
higher wage raise than was already given in other indus- 
tries. Basic wage rates have not gone up since the Spring 
of 1941. 

No one will deny that the miners are fully justified 
in their demand for real safety and a health fund, paid by 
the employers, which would give them some kind of health 

The responsibility for the “disaster,” in the first 
place, is upon the operators for disregarding these justified 
demands.
